REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  CAMP¬ 
GROUND  SANITATION. 


THE  following  regulations  shall  apply  to  any 
city,  municipality,  rural  municipality,  insti¬ 
tution,  person,  firm  or  corporation,  operating,  main¬ 
taining,  or  offering  for  public  use  within  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia  any  tract  of  land 
on  which  persons  may  camp  or  picnic  either  free 
of  charge  or  by  payment  of  a  fee: — 

Section  1.  A  water  supply  of  sanitary  quality 
shall  be  provided  in  ample  quantity  to  meet  all 
requirements  of  the  maximum  number  of  persons 
using  such  tract  at  any  time.  Said  water  supply 
shall  be  easily  obtainable  from  its  source  or  from 
faucets  on  a  pipe  distributing  system  within  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  not  more  than  300  feet  of  any  camp  or 
picnic  spot  within  such  tract. 

Section  2.  Any  water  considered  unsafe  for  hu¬ 
man  consumption  in  the  vicinity  of  such  tract  of 
land,  to  which  campers  or  picnickers  on  said  tract 
may  have  access,  shall  be  either  eliminated  or  puri¬ 
fied,  or  shall  be  kept  posted  with  placards  definitely 
warning  persons  against  its  use. 

Section  3.  Fly-tight  privies  or  water  flushed 
toilets  shall  be  provided  and  shall  be  maintained 
in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition.  Separate  toilets 
for  men  and  women  shall  be  provided,  one  for  each 
50  men.  and  one  for  each  50  women,  or  fraction 
thereof,  of  I  he  maximum  number  of  persons  occupy¬ 
ing  such  tract  at  any  time.  No  camp  or  picnic 
spot  within  such  tract  shall  be  at  a  greater  dis¬ 
tance  than  400  feet  from  both  a  men’s  and  a 
women’s  toilet.  The  location  of  all  toilets  shall  be 
plainly  indicated  by  signs. 

Section  4.  Supervision  and  equipment  sufficient 
to  prevent  littering  of  the  ground  with  rubbish, 
garbage,  or  other  refuse  shall  be  provided  and 
maintained.  Fly-tight  depositories  for  such  ma¬ 
terials  shall  be  provided  and  conspicuously  located. 
Each  and  every  camp  or  picnic  spot  on  said  tract 
shall  be  within  a  distance  of  not  over  200  feet  of 
such  a  depository.  These  depositories  shall  not 
be  permitted  to  become  foul-smelling  or  unsightly 
or  breeding  places  for  flies. 

Section  5.  The  method  of  final  sewage  or  refuse 
disposal  utilized  in  connection  with  the  operation 
of  any  camp  or  picnic  ground  shall  bo  such  as  to 
create  no  nuisance. 

Section  0.  At  least  one  caretaker  shall  be  em¬ 
ployed  by  the  management  to  visit  said  tract  every 
day  that  campers  or  picnickers  occupy  said  tract. 
Such  caretaker  shall  do  whatever  may  be  necessary 
to  keep  said  tract  and  its  equipment  in  a  clean  and 
sanitary  condition. 

Section  7.  The  management  of  every  public 
camp  or  picnic  ground  shall  assume  responsibility 
for  maintaining  in  good  repair  all  sanitary  appli¬ 
ances  on  said  ground,  and  shall  promptly  bring 
such  action  as  is  necessary  to  prosecute  or  eject 
from  such  ground  any  person  that  wilfully  or 
maliciously  damages  such  appliances  or  any  per¬ 
son  that  in  any  other  way  fails  to  comply  with 
these  regulations. 

Section  8.  Each  and  every  owner  and  lessee  of 
any  public  camp  or  picnic  ground  shall  be  held 


responsible  for  full  and  literal  compliance  with 
these  regulations. 

Section  !).  Failure  on  the  part  of  t he  owner  or 
management  of  any  camping  ground  to  comply  with 
the  foregoing  regulations  shall  be  deemed  sufficient 
cause  for  declaring  the  premises  a  public  nuisance 
under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Health  Act,”  li.S.B.C. 
1011,  Chap.  SIS.

Rule  76. 

LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1867  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work  ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company ;  or  other¬ 
wise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what¬ 
ever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act — shall  require  the 
publication  of  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly  speci¬ 
fying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  and 
when  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to 
be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant.

Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.

“  GAME  ACT.” 

"pi’RSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  has  been 
pleased  to  make  regulations  as  follows: — 

Game  Regulations,  1923. 

1.  The  prohibitions  declared  by  section  9  of  the 
“Game  Act,”  being  chapter  33  of  the  Statutes  of 
1914,  as  to  the  hunting,  trapping,  taking,  wounding, 
and  killing  of  game,  are.  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  section  2  of  these  regulations,  hereby  removed 
to  the  extent  and  within  the  periods  and  limits  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  set  out  respec¬ 
tively,  as  follows : —

Big  Game. 

In  respect  of  big  game  throughout  the  Province 
as  defined  in  thi>  “  (Lame  Act,”  no  person  shall  any¬ 
where  kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession  during 


the  open  season  more  than  three  Deer,  all  of  which 
must  be  of  the  male  sex,  and  no  person  shall  kill 
oi-  take  or  have  in  their  possession  during  the  open 
season  more  than  three  Bear  of  any  species  other 
than  Grizzly,  and  north  of  the  main  line  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway  two  Grizzly  Bear ; 
south  of  the  main  line  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific 
Railway,  one  Grizzly  Bear. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Province  north  of  the 
main  line  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway,  no 
person  shall  at  any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in 
their  possession  during  the  open  season  more  than 
two  Sheep  of  any  one  specie,  or  three  altogether, 
of  the  male  sex. 

In  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Columbia,  Fernie, 
CTanbrook,  Cariboo,  and  Lillooet,  no  person  shall 
at  any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession 
more  than  one  Mountain-sheep  of  the  male  sex.

Grouse /  total  bag  limit,  50  in  the  aggregate. 

— South  Okanagan  and  Similka¬ 
meen  Electoral  Districts,  and  the  Municipality  and 
District  Municipality  of  Salmon  Arm:  Pheasants, 
cock  birds  only,  4  in  one  day  ;  total  bag  limit,  12. 

Quail  (Similkameen  and  South  Okanagan  Elec¬ 
toral  Districts):  Daily  bag  limit,  10;  total  bag 
limit,  50. 

Grouse  and  Ptarmigan  (Northern  ar.d  Eastern 
Districts)  :  6  of  one  specie  or  12  of  all  species  in 
one  day;  total  bag  limit,  50. 

Throughout  the  Province. — Dinks:  Daily  bag 
limit,  20;  total  bag  limit,  150. 

Geese:  Daily  bag  limit,  10;  total  bag  limit,  50. 

Brant:  Daily  bag  limit,  10;  total  bag  limit,  50. 

Black-breasted  and  Golden  Plover  and  Greater 
anil  Lesser  }  ellowlegs :  Daily  bag  limit.  15  in  t  he 
aggregate  of  all  kinds;  total  bag  limit,  150  in  the 
aggregate. 

Wilson  Snipe:  Daily  bag  limit,  25;  total  bust 
limit,  150. 

Coots:  Daily  bag  limit,  25;  total  bag  limit.  150. 

Every  person  shall,  upon  the  request  of  any  con¬ 
stable  or  Game  Warden,  furnish  satisfactory  proof 
(o  him  of  (lie  dates  on  which  any  big  game  or  game 
birds  were  killed  or  taken. 

2.  The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regulations 
shall  not  apply  to  the  following  parts  of  the 
Province,  namely  : — 

(a.)  Kaien  Island,  in  the  Prince  Rupert  Elec¬ 
toral  District.

along  the  line  of  tin-  British  Columbia  Electric

(«.)  .1  loose  and  Caribou,  bulls  ov -r  1  year  of 
age,  in  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Atlin  and  Omi- 
to'cm,  from  October  1st,  1923,  to  December  15th, 
1923.  both  dates  inclusive. 

(h. )  Hear,  in  the  Northern  District,  from  Sep- 
t°mber  1st,  1923,  to  June  30th,  1924,  both  dates 
inclusive;  and  in  the  Eastern  District,  from  Sep¬ 
tember  15th,  1923,  to  June  30th,  1924.  both  dates 
inclusive. 

4.  The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regulations 
shall  not  apply  to  the  hunting,  taking,  or  having 
in  possession  of  Quail,  Pheasants,  Prairie-chicken, 
or  Partridges  when  snow  is  on  the  ground. 

Further,  that  no  game  birds  shall  be  hunted  from 
an  automobile  or  any  other  vehicle  either  off  or 
on  a  highway  at  any  time.

DOMINION  ORDERS  IN  COUNCIL 


P.C.  1176. 

The  following  is  a  True  Copy  of  a  Minute  of 
a  Meeting  of  tiie  Committee  of  the  Privy 
Council,  approved  py  IIis  Excellency  the 
Governor-General  on  the  27tii  June,  1923. 


THE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report,  dated  20th  June.  1923, 
from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  stating  that  the 
Vancouver  Power  Company,  of  Vancouver,  British 
Columbia,  has  applied  to  purchase  Fractional 
Legal  Subdivisions  1.3  and  14  of  Section  3,  Town¬ 
ship  5.  Range  7,  west  of  the  7th  meridian,  con¬ 
taining  approximately  38.9  acres,  to  protect  its 
power  station  on  adjoining  lands. 

In  1912,  when  the  Company  first  applied  to  pur¬ 
chase  the  above  land,  it  was  under  lease  for  quarry¬ 
ing  purposes.  It  was  represented  by  the  Company 
that  blasting  operations  would  seriously  affect  the 
power  station,  which  had  cost  over  $1,000,000.  The 
Company  acquired  the  quarrying  rights,  which  it 
has  now  relinquished  to  the  Department,  and  the 
land  applied  for  is  therefore  clear.  Favourable 
reports  have  been  received  from  officers  of  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  showing  that  the  land 
is  not  suitable  for  agricultural  purposes,  is  not 
valuable  for  the  timber  growing  thereon,  and  that 
the  Company  should  have  control  of  it  to  protect 
the  power-station.  The  land1  has  been  valued  at 
810  p‘U-  acre  and  the  purchase  price  has  been  paid 
in  full. 


The  Minister  recommends  that  Legal  Subdivisions 
13  and  II  of  Section  3,  Township  5,  Range  7,  west 
of  the  7th  meridian,  he  sold  to  the  Vancouver  Power 
Company  at  the  rate  of  $10  per  acre. 

The  Committee  concur  in  the  foregoing  recom¬ 
mendation  and  submit  the  same  for  approval.
